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A PROCLAMATION 
For offering the Band obliging Heretors and Maiers for their Tenents and Servants, 


in ſome ſbires. 


HARLES, by the Grace of God, King of Great Eritais, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, 
To Our Lovits, Macers or Meſſengers 
at Arms, Greeting 3 Foraſmuch as upon conſideration of frequent Rebellious Field-Conyenticles, and 
other Inſolencies and Diſorders in ſeveral Shires of this Kingdom, We by Our Letter of the elt venta 
of December laſt, did authorize Our Privy Councill to uſe ſuch means, and take ſuch courſes as might be 
effectual for 3 Our Peace, and quieting theſe Diſorders; And particularly, We did require the | 
to cauſe Heretors, Liferepters, and Maſters give Bands for their Tenents, Servants,and others in manger 
therein expreſt: And inpurſuarice of theſe Our Commands, a Band wasdrawen ,which by a Committee 
of Our Privy Councill hath been offered to the Heretors in fome Weſtern and other Shires of this Kingdom, which were 
. moſt i with theſe irregularities, eonform to the power and inſtructions given to that Gommittee : And to the end ſuch In- 
ſoleacies and diſordet® ſo only prohibiced by Law, and tendiog ſo much to Sedition and Diſturbance of the Publick 
Peace, may be prevented in other places of the Kingdom; We wich advice of the Lords of Our Privy Councill , have 
thought fit, That the foreſaid Band, obliging Heretors, Liferenters and Maſters, for their Tenents , Servants and others 
therein mentioned, fhall be offered to the whole Heretors and Liferenters of the Shires of Edinburgh, Haddington, Linlithgow, 
Peebles, Berwick, and geltirł, to be ſubſcribed by them: Our Will is herefore, and we charge you that incontinent theſe 
Letters ſeen, ye piſs to the Market Croſs of Edinburgh, and other places needful, and there in Our Name and Authority you 
ſtrictly command and charge the whole Heretors and Liferenters within the Shires above- named, and Juriſdictions within 
, theſe hires to id eet and conv een upon the dayes and at the places reſpectively following, vix, Theſe of the ſhire of IAdin- 
S burgb at the town of Edinburgh, within the new Seſfion- Houſe, upon the niaeteenth day of Qt arch inſtant , Theſe ofthe 
Ic ſhire of Had lingtos at the burgho' Haddingiun, the twentie day; Theſe of the ſhire of Linlithgow at the burgh of Linlith- 
D ew, the twentie one day; Thele of the ſhire of Peebles at the burgh of Peebles, upon the twentic two day; Theſe of the 
3 2 ſhire of Berwick at Dunce, upon the twentie fixth day; And theſe of the ſhire of Selkirk at the burgh of Selkirk, upon the 
. twentic eighth of this inſtant : And th:y being met upon the co reſpectively foreſaid, that the Sheriff principal, or in 
LD caſe of his abſence his Deputes, do offer the foreſaid Band for ſecuring the peace to the whole Heretors and Liferenters of 
the ſhire to be ſubſcribed by them; and t hat the Sheriff alſo ſubſcribe the ſame himſelf : Certifying ſuch Heretors and 
V<&.Literenters as ſhall be abſent, or being preſent ſhall refuſe to ſubſcribe the ſaid Band, they ſhall be charged wich Letters 
82 of Lawborrowes, conform to the Ad of Our Privy Councill, of the fourteenth of February laſt, And to the end, 
.+ Our ſaid ſervice may be the more effectually proſecute, We hereby require the Heretors and others foreſaids , to repair to 
” their ſaids ſhires, and attend che dyets foreſaid, as they will, be anſwerable upon their higheſt perill. And We ordain the 
Sheriffs of the ſaid ſnires and their Deputes, to cauſe intimate this Our Proclamation at the ſeveral paroch Kirks of the ſhires 
upon the Sundaꝝ immediatly preceeding the dyerof meeting, that none may pretend ignorance thereof: And that they return 
to Our Privy Council an account of their diligence in the premiſſes, with the Bands ſigned by the Heretors, and the Names of 
theſe who ſhall be abſent, or refuſè to ſubſcribe the ſame. The which to do We committ to you conjunòly and ſeverally, 
Our full power by theſe Our Letters, to be by you duely execute and indorſed again to the Bearer, And ordains theſe pre- 
ſents to be $5 rg Given under Our Signet at Edinburgh, the thirteenth day of arch, 1678. years,and of Our Reign 
the thirtieth year. ä | |
